Boys. 


Newspapers and m inisters are study­ 
ing the hoodlum problem, and offering 
suggestion» as to the best m ethod for 
preventing bovs from developing into 
coarse, brutal rowdies. The hoodlum s 
already made w e cannot unm ake. 
They are ours and we m ust bear w ith 
them until the grave or San Q uentin's 
w alls hide them from onr sight. They 
have grown up in idleness and the 
vice that alw ays com es w ith idleness, 
and we cannot save them now. T hey 
are past redem ption, and stand forth 
liv in g evidences of the falsity of the 
statem ent that “ w hile the lam p holds 
out to burn, the vilest sinner m ay re­ 
turn.” 
A San 
Francisco 
hood­ 
lum of 
five years 
standing 
can 
no more become a good boy and a 
respectable citizen than a sprat can 
sw allow a whale. 
W e m ay, however, 
profit by the lesson these boys are 
teaching us. 
The California boy is no 
worse, naturally, than the boy of any 
other State. 
Circumstances m ake our 
boy bad. 
H e has grown up w ith idle 
hands and an unem ployed head. Our 
boys have not been kept at work. 
In 
place of learning trades they learned 
ra sehiefand developed into hoodlum s. 
For this the parents are in the m ain to 
blam e, though not altogether so. This 
has been a hard country on boy9. 
It 
has furnished them with abundant in­ 
ducem ent to become w orthless and 
but slight opportunities to work. 
The 
Chinam an lias crowded the boy out of 
em ploym ent. 
The lig h t labor that 
should be performed by boys and the 
performance of w hich would keep 
them out of m ischief, is m onopolized 
by the Chinese. 
Parents do not exer­ 
cise as much control over their boys as 
th ey should nor do they com pel them 
to work as steadily as they m ight, y et 
w hat w ith Coolie labor and m any 
other causes, the work for the boys is 
not to be had. 
Tra les U nions refuse 
to perm it em ployers but a lim ited 
num ber of apprentices, and th is is an­ 
other cutting off of the boys’chance to 
work. 
If people w ill find som ething 
for the boys to do—som ething that 
w ill occupy all their spare tim e out of 
school—they w ill take a m ost effec­ 
tive step toward w eakening the hood­ 
lum elem ent of our tow ns and cities. 


The Grange and the Independents. 


The self-styled leading organs of the 
Independent party, the San Francisco 
Call and Bulletin, are hard at work 
on the task of w riting the Grauge 
into the so-called Independent party. 
If the Granger can be persuaded that 
he is to vote as the Ban Francisco 
“ Independent” clique dictates, it w ill 
be all plain sailin g for the m anagers 
of the papers named, and they can 
select the State officers at the n ext 
election. 
The plan, however, w ill 
hardly succeed. 
The farmer is not 
quite so verdant as these office hunt­ 
ers flatter them selves he is. 
The 
Grange is not to be duped w ith a 
nam e. 
In answer to an article in the 
Call, in w hich an attem pt is m ade to 
convince the farmer that he is a m em ­ 
ber of the Independent party, the 
California Granger says: “ But the 
idea of identifying the order w ith the 
party need not be entertained for one 
m om ent. 
There are m en com ing for­ 
ward in the Independent party whom 
the Grange w ouldn’t trust “ as far as 
they could throw a full-grown sheep,” 
to use an 
agricultural expression. 
They are known to have been mere 
place hunters in all parties during the 
years past, and they are blatant Inde­ 
pendents for what profit there is in it 
—nothing more. 
The Grangers w ill 
not support any 
such 
under any 
guise.”

The Daily Theme. 


The Express of this city som ew hat 
severely com m ents on the principals 
in the B e e c i i e r - T i l i o n scandal, and 
seem s inclined to attach a great deal 
of blam e to Mr. B e e c h e r . 
W e are 
not disposed to condem n a man, and 
especially su ch a m an as the Plym outh 
Church pastor, in advance of the evi­ 
dence; and there are doubtless m any 
w ho w ill regard the strictures of the 
Express ill-tim ed and uncalled-for; 
but this fact m ust be kept in view: 
w hatever of an unfriendly nature may 
be said of Mr. B e e c h e r now and 
hereafter, he h im self calls forth. 
H is 
friends and the public generally have 
thought, and they were justified iu so 
thinking^ that he would at least say 
som ething in extenuation of him self 
—som ething that would strengthen 
the oft-repeated confidence in his in­ 
nocence—but he has rem ained silent, 
lie has assumed that the charges of 
'1 i l t o n did not require his attention 
beyond the general denial of crim inal 
act. 
This m ay satisfy his intim ate 
friends and those who w ill m aintain 
h is Innocence 
until 
he 
is proven 
gu ilty, but with the great m ajority of 
those who inhabit this world the un­ 
denied charge is accepted as an ad­ 
m ission of guilt. 
If, as we hope, Mr. 
B e e c h e r is innocent of the act as 
charged by T i l t o n , he should say so 
at once and in language so em phatic 
that there could be no possibility of a 
m istake or m isunderstanding. 


A Convincing Argument. 


The sm all farm theory is beginning 
to find advocates am ong a num ber of 
the large land-owners of this valley. 
It is not worth w hile to tell a man 
w hat an am ount of good he m ay do 
h is fellow-being» by acting thus and 
so. 
H e w ill not see it; but w hsn you 


dem onstrate that one-half of a grant 
sold off in sm all farms w ill m&ke the 
rem aining h alf worth more than the 
whole, you uso an argum ent which 
the owner of the land w ill see at once, 
and only needs a little more proof to 
Induce liis im m ediate action thereon. 
So long as our grant owners could not 
readily see 
where their Individual 
profit came in all th e pretty talk about 
how they could become public bene­ 
factors by selling off their land, w ent 
for nothing. 
T hey did not care to dis­ 
pose of their lands. 
They were not 
fond of neighbors. 
Large herds of 
sheep were good enough for them . 
Of 
late it has been discovered that the 
cultivation of the alternate quarter- 
seetlons of a five-leagne grant en­ 
hances the value of the interm ediate 
quarter-sections about five fold. 
The 
discovery has already broken up a 
utimbcr of large tracts of laud in this 
valley, and, w e predict, men w ill con­ 
tinue to act upon it until there cannot 
be found a flve-m ile-square of good 
land uncultivated 
in Los 
Angeles 
VaHey. 


State School Fund.

H e discovered a very rich gold ledge 
som e six ty m iles south of this place, 
near the Oro Blanco 
m ines.

brought in a few hundred pounds of 
the ore, and e5’ery piece yields large 
prospects. 
Fine gold is visible in 
about Half of it. 
The ledge is tw elve 
feet wide and prospects w ell for 1,000 
ya rds.
